to ua of the wealth or worthlessness, the mins-
mas or the salubrity, of our recently purchased
or about to be purchased possessions. Any
diginterested oitizen who wounld read both
gides of the varions reports of the oondition of
Alaska would be in great doubt whether it
was an foeberg or a rich alluvial Btate,
whether it was as cold as the North Pole or as
wild as Maine, whether any shrubs oan grow
thera or whother it boasts of timber as gigantio
aa that of the Yo-Semita Valley. So when that
wa oome to purchase the lsland of Bt. Thomas,
an equal diversity of opinion is visible. Ac-
oording to several accounts, it is little better
than & voloano. It is liable to be flooded by
the ses, or burned up by the fire. Itis un-
healthy in the extréeme, ia comparatively
poorly fitted for a naval station, and, alto-
gether, ia not worth having. Just as this
becomes the prevalent idea, the Stata Depart-
ment publishes the report of Rear Admiral
David D. Porter. We will briefly sum up the
advantages as given by the Admiral:—

““There 18 no harbor In the Unlted States bet-
ter filted than 8t Thomas for a pnaval statlon,
Ita barbor and that of Ban Juan, and the har-
bors formed by Water Island, would contatonll
thoe vessels of the largest navy in the world,
where Lhey would be protected at all timey
from bad wenlher and Le secure agalnst an
coemy."

“If 1t even should be lotended to maken

real paval depol In the West Indies, SU,

‘nomas offers all the advantages and facliitios
for making dry docks, cosl stations, and
arsenals, all under complete protection,"”

‘“Pno whole ares of the isiand is only forty-
five squure miles, the sarfaco rugged and ele-
vated, and almost devola ol trees, which, nv-
ing been cot down unsparingly, nave lain tho |
island open to the sun, snd onused a sgonrolty In
the supply of water. The deflolenoy ul how-
ever, aupplied by tanks which are kept filled at
all seasons by the raing, No doubt water could
be obtained by sinking artesian wells.™”

“8L, Thomas has hitbherto been consldered one
of the safest poris of refuge agalost thoss
dreadful burrléanes, which, however, are so
erratic in thelr course that one island and then
another feels Lhe effvcts ol tuelr fary.”

“A1l the officers of the Island, exospt the Gov-
ernor and one or lwo olhers, are appointed by
the bome Government, Itmay bewell to men-
tlon that the inhabliants are mostly colorad,
bul Lhey are extremely well eduoated, Nearly

If what the Admiral says be true and no |
exaggerated, which we ses no reason for be.
lieving that it is, then the island of Bt. Thomas
is worth baving. But we have equally reliable
accounts of earthquakes, volesnoes, hurri- |
canes, and epidemics, which are certainly
enough to terrify the most eager purchaser.
It is well for the people, however, to becoma
as well acquainted with onr proposed pur-
chase as possible; we therefore give the points
of Admiral Porter's report. Bat, with all the
conflicting accounts, it is impossible for us to
deoide whether it is an Eden or & crater.
